Thouanmli Join In the Final Tribute to

Springfield, 111., May 27.—The body 


of former Governor John R. Tanner 
was lowered into the grave almost 
within the shadow of Lincoln's tomb 
in Oak Ridge cemetery yesterday aft- 
ernoon. Many distinguished and rep- 
resentative citizens surrounded the 
grave, where the last rites were per- 
formed. 
From the beginning of the 


services in St. Paul's pro-cathedral un- 
til the salute was fired over the grave 
and the mourners dispersed, the fu- 
neral ceremonies were the most im- 
pressive ever witnessed in this city. 
The funeral was of a distinctly mili- 
tary character. The staite paid its last 
respect to the dead this morni f, when 
12,000 persons filed through the capitol 
building from 8 a. m until 1:30 p. m, 
while the body lay in state. During 
these hours a never-ceasing stream of 
humanity passed on either side of the 
casket and took a farewell look upon 
the familiar features.

is Definately Known That They 
Secured $26,000 in Currency—Pink 
erton Detectives Have the Burglary 
in Cnarge, and Will Leave No Stone 
Unturned to Capture Them. 


As yet no important clue to the 


men who robbed the First National

cured, 
it is. npw definitely known 


that the robbers secured over $26,-

ward of ?3,000 for the capture of the 
robbers and the citizens of Mineral 
Point have been scouring the sur- 
rounding country seeing if they can 
secure any chie which will lead to 
their detection. 


A Pinkerton detective is working 


on the case and has unearthed s.ever- 
al things since his arrival at Mineral 
Point. 
The "ladder that was used to 


get from the roof of the 
building 


down into the 
vault 
was 
cut 


in the woods nearby. 
The place was 


found where it was cut and made and 
a saw used by the robbers was found 
at that place. A-farmer living a short 
distance from the' town had a. sick 
cow that night and was up attending 
to it. 
He saw three men go by .on 


bicycles shortly after the time the 
robbery is supposed to have been 
committed. 
Prom this «be police 


are confident that the men escaped 
on bicycles as three bicycles were 
found in the woods near the rail- 
road track where the men had aban- 
doned them. 


The robbery must have occurred at 


about 1:30 o'clock 
as the clock in 


the bank ,was stopped by the shock 
and the position of the hands showed 
that it was about that time. It is 
said that a stranger arrived in Min- 
eral Point about two 'weeks ago. He 


- is described as being about five feet 
nine inches high of medium weight, 
with red hair. 
He had a dark suit, 


broad brimmed felt hat and 
wove 


spectacles. 


He left his boarding house on Fri- 


day night and that was the last seen 
of him. 
His landlady went to his 


rooms and found a note saying, "I 
have gone to Dotlgeville, when I want 
my grip I will send for it." 
The 


police opened the grip he left be- 
hind and found a. complete set of 
burglars tools, consisting of 
saws, 


files, drills, fuse caps and 
other 


things. They at once took possession 
of the outfit. 


The Pinkerton detective telephoned 


Chief Hogan on Saturday night say- 
ing •': that the man .-above, described 
had been.^seeri. in JaneWille- on Satur- 
day afternoon crossing .the railroad 
tracks west of the pasesnger 
sta- 


tion. 
A careful search by the police 


failed to show anything in regards 
to his being in the city.

His actions while in Mineral Point 


were certainly suspicious. 
He was 


surprised°several times by a woman 
while he was prowling around the 
bank. 
She told Cashier Allen about 


it, but he did not think, that it was 
of any importance. 
He also visited

.in blowing up stumps ^vith dynamite.

Descriptions of this man have been
